Augusta, Ga.. Feb. 11.—Heroic work 


of three school 
teachers is reported 
today to have saved the lives of school 
children the tornado which practically 
Wrecked Oconee, Ga., yesterday. One 
end of a school building crumpled un- 
der the drive of the Wind and the roof 
sagged down over the heads of 75 pu- 
pils. The teachers held it up unaided 
.while their charges escaped through 
'the gap and then leaped to safety 
themselves. 


Augusta, 
Ga'., Feb. 11.—A negro 


mother and child were killed and sev- 
eral small houses blown down by a, 
tornado that hit near the small town ] 
of 
Edie, Ga., 18 miles from here 
Thursday afternoon, and believed to 
have been part of the 
storm which

Oconee, 
Ga., Feb. 
11.—The death 
toll in yesterday's tornado which swept 
through the Gardner settlement near 
here remained today at about 30 Many 
of the dead had been sent to nearby 
points and scores of the injured were 
in hospitals at Tennille and Sanders- 
i, ille and there was no way of obtain- 
in" accurate information as~to the ex- 
act number. The list of fatalities stood 
at two whites and more than a score, 
of negroes but a number of the injur- 
ed 
chiefly negroes were expected to 


die. 
Relief has 
been sent from At- 
lanta and nearby towns and the in- 
itirod and homeless were being cared 
for by the Red Cross and civic or- 
ganizations. Identification of the bod- 
ies continued slow but it was ascertain- 
ed that in some cases entire families 
had been wiped out. 
The region 
visited by the tornado 
was completely devastated. It is an 
area nearly five miles long and half a 
milo wide stretching from Gardner al- 
most to Toomsboro. The chief property 
damage occurred at the plant of the 
Cle.veland-Oconee 
Lumber 
company 


where most of the victims of the dis- 
aster were employed. A large part of 
the plant was destroyed and millions 
of feet of lumber scattered for hund- 
reds oi yards in every direction.

eighty children was destroyed but all 
of, the pupils escaped with no.mqre nv 
jurv than business. 
Bodies of some 


of the victims were hurled through the 
air for great distances and badly mang-

Scores of houses were razed and

and other objects were blown about as 
if shot from a gun. Most of the bodies
